History  of  the  Senior  Class  of  1932 


ABOUT  the  third  day  of  the  ninth  month  of  the  one  thousand,  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-ninth  year,  A.D.,  approximately  two  hundred  and  forty  (move 
or  less)  students,  that  were  destined  to  form  the  illustrious  Class  of  '32,  gathered 
from  all  four  corners  of  Raleigh  in  the  Hugh  Morson  High  School  building.  Al- 
though we  had  had  a  fine  time  the  previous  year  in  the  old  Raleigh  High  School 
building,  we  were  very  glad  to  enter  a  newer  and  better  equipped  building  such  as 
the  Hugh  Morson  High  School.  Being  somewhat  green,  we  were  naturally  a  little 
mixed  up  when  Ave  were  gathered  together — under  the  altogether  too  menacing 
glances  of  the  Sophomores — and  told  to  what  home  rooms  we  were  to  report. 
After  much  searching  and  inquiring,  we  finally  found  our  destinations.  Here, 
with  the  help  of  very  patient  teachers,  Ave  made  out  our  schedules,  got  our  books, 
and  received  our  instructions  for  the  future. 

After  our  bewilderment  had  abated  and  Ave  had  gotten  down  to  "brass  tacks," 
the  daily  routine  Avas  broken  only  by  the  usual  holidays  and  an  occasional  ceremony 
of  some  kind  or  another  in  the  auditorium.  At  one  of  these  gatherings,  Avhich  Ave 
restricted  to  ourselves  and  called  a  Freshman  Class  Meeting,  Ave  elected  our  officers 
for  the  year  and  then  chose  our  class  colors,  floAver,  and  motto.  The  following 
officers  Avere  installed :  Francis  Worth,  President ;  Elizabeth  Davidson,  Vice 
President ;  and  Kenlon  BrockAvell,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  After  much  dis- 
cussion it  Avas  decided  that  the  class  colors  would  be  red  and  white;  the  flower,  a 
red  rose;  and  the  motto,  "Semper  Fidelis,"  Avhich  in  English  translation  means 
"Ever  Faithful."  Miss  Louise  Smaw,  who  is  now  at  the  Needham  Broughton 
High  School,  consented  to  be  our  much  needed  class  adviser.  Later  on  in  the 
year,  some  of  us  were  unfortunately  summoned  to  the  court  of  the  Student  Co- 
operative Association.  Most  of  the  cases,  however,  were  not  serious.  Perhaps 
one  of  us  forgot  to  go  to  a  class  in  physical  education  and  went  to  a  study  hall 
instead. 

With  the  coming  of  our  much-looked-forward-to  Sophomore  year,  about  one- 
half  of  our  class,  including  all  of  the  officers  and  the  class  adviser,  moved  over 
to  the  neAV  high  school,  which  had  just  been  constructed  for  the  benefit  of  1 1 1  -? 
pupils  that  lived  in  Avest  Raleigh.  This,  of  course,  necessitated  a  complete  re- 
organization of  the  Hugh  Morson  branch  of  the  class.  The  same  class  colors, 
fioAver,  and  motto  were  retained,  but  the  following  neAV  officers  Avere  elected : 
HoAvard  Mayo,  President ;  Bruce  Cauthen,  Vice  President ;  and  Sara  Monie, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.    Miss  JSTelle  Scott  became  our  new  class  adviser. 

This  year  Avas  rather  uneventful.  We  voted  in  several  student  council  elec- 
tions, Avent  to  Junior  and  Senior  plays,  received  our  monthly  reports,  and  found 
Caesar  to  be  more  or  less  hard  than  it  was  reputed  to  be.

Dignified  Juniors !  Up  to  this  time  the  chief  concern  of  the  Class  of  '32  had 
been  work.  In  our  Junior  year  our  ideals  of  school  life  began  to  broaden,  and 
we  combined  work  with  pleasure. 

We  all  took  more  interest  in  athletics,  and  especially  in  football;  and,  believe  it 
or  not,  our  high  school  team  (both  high  schools  combined)  won  the  Eastern 
Championship  of  the  state  as  a  result,  of  winning  eight  games,  tying  one,  and 
losing  one  (to  Charlotte).  If  we  had  beaten  Charlotte,  we  would  have  won 
the  State  Championship.  We  also  made  a  good  showing  in  the  other  divisions 
of  high  school  athletics. 

When  we  found  that  we  had  better  chances  for  office  holding  this  year  than 
at  any  previous  time,  we  all  took  an  added  interest  in  the  various  societies, 
committees,  and  clubs.  It  was  written  in  many  of  the  constitutions  of  the 
school  associations  that  certain  offices  must  be  filled  by  Juniors  while  the  remain- 
ing would  naturally  be  occupied  by  Seniors. 

Sometime  after  the  new  term  had  begun,  at  a  meeting  called  by  Miss  Scott, 
the  class  officers  for  our  Junior  year  were  elected  as  follows:  Gordon  Smith, 
President;  McCoy  Richardson,  Vice  President;  Helen  Puffin,  Secretary;  and 
Billy  Wright,  a  recent  addition  to  our  class  from  Garner,  Treasurer;  Hazel 
Beacham,  Assistant  Editor  of  the  Oak  Leaf;  and  Annie  May  Banks,  Assistant 
Business  Manager  of  the  Oak  Leaf. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  biggest  events  in  our  Junior  year  was  the  getting  of  the 
Junior  rings.  A  ring  committee  appointed  by  Miss  Scott  decided  to  use  the 
standard  design  for  the  class  rings  and  to  get  them  from  the  same  company. 
All  of  us  were  very  much  excited  when  Mr.  Miller  took  the  measurements  and 
still  more  excited  when  the  rings  came. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term,  we  heard  the  Seniors  say  that  they  ex- 
pected us  to  give  them  as  good  a  banquet  as  they  had  given  the  Class  of  '30. 
Therefore,  in  order  to  remain  "Semper  Fidelis"  to  the  customs  of  our  school, 
we  sponsored  the  required  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  which  was  already  financed 
by  a  play. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  year  chaos  nearly  prevailed  throughout  the  school 
when  the  1931  annuals  were  being  distributed  to  those  who  had  purchased  them, 
and  the  purchasers  were  getting  all  of  their  friends  to  write  something  in  the 
said  annuals. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  came  that  unavoidable  "bogy,"  known  as  examina- 
tions. Although  the  majority  of  us  passed,  some  of  us  unfortunately  had  to 
go  to  summer-school  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  class. 

At  last,  Seniors !  The  zenith  of  our  ever  growing  three  year  ambition  had 
finally  been  realized.  How  eagerly  we  scanned  the  bulletin  boards  on  the  first 
day  of  school  in  order  to  determine  to  what  home  room  we  had  been  assigned. 
Finding  that  we  had  been  assigned  to  Miss  Barden,  Miss  Creighton,  or  Miss

Scott,  we  hurried  up  to  see  how  many  of  our  old  friends  had  returned  and  what 
they  had  done  during  the  summer.

At  a  series  of  class  meetings  various 
points  concerning  the  1932  annual  were  cleared  up  and  instructions  for  electing 
the  Senior  Superlatives  were  given.  Soon  after  the  Senior  Superlatives  had 
been  elected,  the  "Senior  Revue"  was  given  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money 
for  the  annual  which  was  soon  to  go  to  press. 

Since  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet  will  not  be  given  until  next  spring,  there 
is  nothing  to  say  about  it  other  than  that  we  expect  the  Juniors  to  give  us  a 
good  time. 

Although  we're  happy  at  being  Seniors  and  having  a  diploma  so  near,  all  of

The  1931  Football  Season 

RALEIGH  HIGH  began  the  1931  football  season  with  only  six  letter  men  left  over  from  last  year's 
team.  The  others,  regular  players,  were  lost  on  account  of  graduation.  The  six  letter  men  return- 
ing were:  Seaman  Hudson,  Sammy  Paul,  Lacy  Frazier,  Paul  Kanietehes,  Edward  Longmire,  and  Grady 
Ferrell. 

A  large  squad  of  boys  went  to  Sullivan's  Island  where  they  began  training  before  the  opening  of  school. 
At  the  beginning  of  hard  work,  the  coaches  were  confronted  with  finding  an  end,  two  tackles,  one  guard, 
and  a  back  to  replace  the  ones  lost  from  last  year's  Eastern  Championship  team.  The  coaches  had  about 
fifty  boys  to  pick  from,  to  fill  the  vacant  places  on  the  team. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played  with  Garner.  This  game  was  a  practice  game,  planned  so 
the  coaches  could  select  the  men  who  were  to  fill  the  vacant  places  on  the  team.  The  game  was  informal, 
but  Raleigh  High's  green  team  won  the  game,  the  score  being  13  to  0. 

A  few  days  later,  after  Raleigh  had  begun  to  pick  the  team,  the  boys  were  handed  their  first  defeat 
by  Wake  Forest  Freshmen,  who  won  by  the  score  of  19  to  0.  Several  prospects  were  uncovered  in 
this  game. 

The  squad  came  back  home  and  began  to  work  harder,  preparins  for  the  game  with  Salisbury,  which 
is  in  the  Western  Conference.  Salisbury  won  the  game  by  the  score  of  19  to  0.  The  stars  in  the  game 
were  Seaman  Hudson,  Russell  Nicholson,  and  Sammy  Paul. 

Raleigh  High  returned  home  and  began  to  prepare  for  their  first  Eastern  Conference  game  which 
was  to  be  played  with  Fayetteville.  The  team,  being  in  good  shape,  won  this  contest  by  the  score  of 
13  to  0.  The  main  star  in  the  game  at  Fayetteville  was  Lacy  Frazier,  who  was  injured  in  the  game 
and  had  to  be  taken  out.     Seaman  Hudson  and  Russell  Nicholson  also  played  well. 

Raleigh  High,  a  few  days  later  went  to  New  Bern  to  play.  There  they  won  the  game  by  a  score  of 
25  to  7.  There  were  not.  any  main  stars  in  that  game  because  the  whole  team  played  well.  This  victory 
gave  Raleigh  three  wins  and  two  defeats. 

The  second  Conference  game  for  Raleigh  was  with  Goldsboro  and  was  played  there.  Goldsboro 
won  the  game  by  a  score  of  18  to  7.  Raleigh  had  several  bad  breaks  of  which  Goldsboro  took  advantage 
to  score.  Paul  Kametches  and  Captain  Grady  Ferrell  were  thie  stars,  but  Ferrell  was  taken  out  of  the 
game  when  injured. 

The  team  began  to  prepare  for  the  game  between  Raleigh  and  Durham,  which  is  always  the  best 
game  of  the  season.  Since  these  teams  are  old  rivals  the  people  from  both  cities  are  on  hand  to.  see 
the  game.  This  year  Durham,  having  the  best  team  won,  by  a  score  of  14  to  0.  This  game 
brought  out  the  ability  and  determination  to  play  hard  football  which  the  team  had  not  shown  before. 
The  whole  team  played  well  but  was  a  lot  lighter  team  than  the  one  from  Durham. 

The  team  did  lose  hope  by  being  defeated  by  Durham,  but  began  work  for  the  game  with  Wilming- 
ton. Raleigh  won,  the  score  being  14  to  0.  Frank  Jolly's  kicking.  Jakie  Glass'  and  Sammy  Paul's 
running,  and  Grady  PerrelVs  hard  driving  were  features  of  the  victory. 

The  next  foe  for  Raleigh  was  Wilson.  This  team  played  Raleigh  to  a  tie  last  year.  The  Wilson  team 
went  down  with  a  13  to  7  defeat.  Several  players  were  out  of  the  game,  including  Captain  Grady 
Ferrell  and  Seaman  Hudson. 

The  last  game  of  the  season  was  played  at  Rocky  Mount.  The  Black  Birds  got  away  with  an  early 
start  with  two  touchdowns  and  two  extra  points.  Raleish  began  a  passing  attack  which  carried  the  ball 
to  the  twenty  yard  line,  but  lost  the  ball  when  a  pass  was  grounded  behind  the  goal.  In  the  last  half 
Raleigh  outplayed  Rocky  Mount,  making  nine  first  downs  to  Rocky  Mount's  seven.  There  were  several 
who  led  the  local  offense:  Captain  Fen-ell.  Seamon  Hudson.  John  Link.  Jakie  Glass,  Paul  Kametches, 
Sammy  Paul  and  Edward  Longmire  being  among  the  number.  In  this  game  several  Raleigh  boys 
made  their  last  appearance  in  the  Purple  and  Gold,  for  gradiiation  will  end  the  high  school  days.

George  Poyner,  108, 
Clifton  Wright,  112,  Jack  Dunaway,  120,  and  Frank  Jolly,  125,  did  the  winning  for  the  evening. 

The  next  week  the  Wilson-Raleigh  return  match  took  place  in  Raleigh.  All  of  the  fights  were  clean 
and  hard  fought.  Raleigh  came  out  the  winner  with  a  score  of  5-2.  The  "Golden  Bears"  victories  came 
at  the  hands  of  Clifton  Wright,  Jack  Dunaway,  Billy  Hanna,  Prank  Jolly,  and  Seaman  Hudson. 
Greensboro  was  defeated  next  to  the  tune  of  7-0.  Hanna,  J.  Dunaway,  Beddoes,  Jolly,  Hudson,  and)  A. 
Dunaway  were  winners.  Roanoke  Rapids  also  lost  to  the  score  of  7-0.  Wright,  Hanna,  Beddoes,  Jolly, 
Co-captains  J.  and  A.  Dunaway,  and  Ferrell  scored  for  Raleigh.  The  next  week  Raleigh  won  the  Greens- 
boro return  match  at  the  "Gate  City,"  the  final  score  being  4-3.  Hanna,  J.  Dunaway,  Beddoes,  and  A. 
Dunaway   came  out  of  the  struggle  on  top. 

With  the  depression  bearing  down  hard,  Raleigh  lost  to  Roanoke  Rapids  at  Roanoke  Rapids.  "Bud" 
.Massey,  who  wlas  just  recovering  from  a  broken  nose,  showed.  firsJt  cjass  style  a's  he  won 
his  fight.     Grady  Ferrell  won  by  a  knock-out,  and  Billy  Hanna  got  an  easy  decision. 

In  the  State  Boxing  Tournament  held  at  Chapel  Hill,  Raleigh  lost  the  State  Championship  to  Wilson 
by  a  one  point  margin.  Clifton  Wright,  Billy  Hanna,  Jack  Dunaway,  and;  Al  Dunaway  won  their  way 
to  the  semi-finals  with  Grady  Ferrell  drawing  bye.  All  of  the  boys  won  their  semi-final  contests  except 
Ferrell,  who  lost  a  decision  to  Pate  of  Wilson.  Clifton  Wright  won  the  108  pound  championship  of  the 
state.  Billy  Hanna  lost  his  fight  in  the  finals  to  Andrews  of  Wilson.  Jack  Dunaway,  125,  lost  to 
Overman,  also  of  Wilson  in  an  extremely  close  decision.  Al  Dunaway  lost  to  Staton  of  Rocky  Mount 
in  the  fourth  round;  the  regulation  three  rounds  ending,  by  another  narrow  margin,  in  a  draw. 

The  final  score  was:  Wilson  9,  Raleigh  8. 

Raleigh  won  two  post  season  fights.  One  of  them  was  with  Charlotte,  the  score  being  6-2.  Leaksville, 
the  other  opponent,  lost  by  a  score  of  4-2.

O  ALEIGH'S  "Purple  Whirlwind"  started  its  season  crippled  by  the  loss  of  four  of 
last  year's  Eastern  Championship  Team.  Shortly  after  practice  began  another 
severe  setback  came  in  the  loss  of  Robert  Austin,  flashy  forward,  who  was  eliminated 
for  the  entire  season  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  in  an  auto  wreck.  Captain  Hanna, 
however,  determined  to  keep  Raleigh  on  top,  and  soon  a  first  team  of  championship 
fibre  whipped  itself  into  shape.  The  first  stringers  were:  Captain  Hanna,  Russell 
Sherrill,  Charlie  Aycock  and  Paul  Kametches,  veterans  and  Theodore  Chappell,  an  un- 
usually capable  rookie.  These  had  admirable  support  from  a  hard  working  crowd  of 
substitutes. 

Payetteville,  the  "Whirlwind's"  first  opponent,  struck  terror  into  the  hearts  of  the 
Raleighites  in  the  opening  minutes  of  the  game.  Soon,  however,  the  home  team  forged 
ahead  and  succeeded  in  humbling  the  visitors  by  a  score  of  26-19.  Wilmington,  having 
a  decided  advantage  in  its  miniature  fishbowl  of  a  court,  eked  out  a  19-18  victory  over 
the  Raleigh  team.  Goldsboro  succumbed  by  the  score  of  33-15.  Wilson,  playing  at  home, 
was  unable  to  profit  by  the  advantage  and  dropped  the  game  26-24,  when  two  foul 
shots  awarded  as  the  whistle  blew,  failed  to  tie  the  score. 

Having  disposed  of  Rocky  Mount  the  "Whirlwind"  went  to  work  with  renewed  energy 
in  order  to  vanquish  its  ancient  foe,  Durham  High.  Defeating  this  team  presented  two- 
fold difficulties,  for  the  game  was  to  be  played  in  the  Bull  City.  Every  member  of  the 
team  displayed  superlative  in  this  fray  with  the  result  that  the  Durham  lads  never 
led  and  reached  a  tie  only  once  during  the  evening.  Theodore  Chappell  spelled  doom 
for  their  hopes  at  this  stage  by  putting  in  a  perfect  one  from  behind  the  center  line. 
From  then  on  Raleigh  retained  its  lead  until  the  final  whistle  announced  a  22  to  20 
victory. 

By  virtue  of  this  conquest,  Raleigh  earned  the  privilege  of  competing  with  Wilming- 
ton for  the  Eastern  Championship.  The  battle  was  staged  in  Kinston,  and  again  the 
Raleigh  Quint  exhibited  its  superiority  by  turning  in  a  15-9  win.  Raleigh  was  Eastern 
Champion!  The  cry  was  on  to  Chapel  Hill  and  Charlotte  beware!  But  the  old  jinx 
still  held  them  and  they  brought  home  the  little  end  of  the  score.    Better  luck  next  time!

Baseball,  1931 


T  T  has  often  been  said  that  results  are  better  proof  than  suggestions,  so  let  us  take  a  glance  at 
Raleigh's  baseball  record.  The  old  game  of  national  repute  began  with  the  first  signs  of  spring,  and 
the  team,  looked  equally  as  green  as  the  season.  Having  no  place  for  a  baseball  field  and  having  to 
depend  on  the  use  of  the  grounds  of  other  teams  for  practice  fields,  our  team  wandered  around  like  a 
bunch  of  lost  gypsies.  Soon,  however,  the  group  began  to  take  on  the  appearance  of  a  baseball  team, 
and  real  work  began.  This  started  with  the  boys  sitting  on  the  floom  listening  to  the  explanation  of 
rules  and  trying  to  answer  baseball  riddles.  Next  thiey  went  out  on  the  field  and  tried  to  do  the  thing 
that  had  just  been  explained.  Oh,  it  looked  easy  enough;  but  when  a  person  raised  a  crop  of  "straw- 
berries" trying  to  do  a  hook  slide,  it  even  made  clothes  difficult  to  wear  for  a  few  days.  But  that  is  all 
in  the  game;   and  when  one  gets  a  three  base  hit,  it  is  just  like  putting  cream  on  the  strawberries. 

The  season  opened  with  Lafayette,  the  old  home  town  of  the  coach,  and  some  town  too.  A  person 
can't  see  the  town  for  the  houses — yes,  houses;  there  are  two  of  them.  We  lost  the  first  game;  but  since 
every  loser  must  have  an  alibi,  here  is  ours.  Every  player  went  to  the  game,  both  good  and  bad,  and 
every  player  played,   (mostly  bad)  which  explains  a  12  to  11  defeat. 

After  our  first  game  and  defeat,  invitations  came  rolling  in  from  teams  that  had  already  conquered 
our  rivals,  wanting  a  game  at  any  expense.  We  knew  right  then  that  our  stock  had  gone  down,  but  we 
held  on  and  gave  the  old  boys  a  chance.  Business  picked  up  right  along,  and  soon  we  began  fooling 
them. 

Lou's  confidence  in  pegging  a  man  out  at  second  base  was  like  William  Tell's  when  shooting  the  apple — 
you  can't  beat  that.  Glenn  Reaves  and  Robert  Austin  resembled  a  Hoover  Vacuum  Cleaner  when  those 
balls  came  to  first  base.  They  just  couldn't  miss  them.  And  we  are  expecting  a  lot  from  Robert  this 
year,  too.  Poor  old  Trip,  Chub,  and  Snooks!  Of  course  they  can't  help  being  gone,  but  they  were  a 
combination  that  could  not  be  beat  last  year.  Now  for  our  traveling  men :  Kametches,  Hanna,  Jacobs, 
Frazier.  These  boys  caught  more  flies  than  an  armful  of  tanglefoot  hung  in  a  horse  stable  door.  Our 
pitchers  Hal  and  Bennet,  were  young  and  inexperienced  and  often  had  to  ask  a  little  aid  from  Old  Man 
Glenn  Reaves ;  but  when  that  did  not  work,  it  was  not  their  fault. 

Another  great  helper  to  our  team  was  Allen  Bailey  who  was  ineligible  for  the  Championship  games,  but 
helped  in  others  and  made  a  good  assistant  coach. 

Our  season  was  very  successful;  we  won  15  out  of  18  games.  Of  these  games,  not  a  game  was  lost 
in  the  Eastern  Championship  schedule,  and  Charlotte  was  defeated  at  Chapel  Hill  for  State  Honors. 
This  was  the  first  Baseball  State  Championship  Raleigh  had  ever  won,  and  it  was  doubly  valuable  for 
the  reason  that  it  was  snatched  from  the  expectant  and  outstretched  hands  of  Charlotte.  How  about  next 
year,  boys?

Track  Team 


HE  track  season  opened  with  the  Southern  Indoor  Games.    Raleigh's  two  entrants, 


■  Robert  and  Seaman  Hudson,  won  second  and  third  place  respectively  in  the  1,000 
yard  dash.  The  next  meet  was  the  Davidson  College  State  High  School  Meet.  Raleigh's 
only  entrant,  Seaman  Hudson,  took  two  second  places:  one  in  the  mile  and  the  other 
in  the  880  yard  dash.  In  a  special  meet  between  the  Carolina  Freshmen,  Charlotte 
Highs,  and  Raleigh  Highs,  Seaman  took  the  only  first  place  that  Carolina  did  not  take, 
first  place  in  the  mile  run, 

The  height  of  the  season  was  reached  when  Seaman  Hudson  broke  the  State  mile 
record  by  making  it  in  4.36  2-5.  The  former  record  holder,  Williamson,  was  second. 
Grady  Ferrell,  just  starting  the  season,  was  fourth  in  the  880  yard  dash. 

In  the  Civitan  High  School  relays  Hudson  lost  a  close  race  to  his  rival  of  three  years, 
Williamson  of  High  Point.  The  Eastern  Carolina  Meet  was  next,  and  Raleigh  with  two 
entrants  was  third  with  13  points.  Grady  Ferrell  won  the  880  yard  dash  with  Hudson 
second.    Hudson  also  won  the  mile  run. 

As  a  climax  to  the  season  the  Raleigh  Hi  distance  runners  were  entered  in  the  Na- 
tional Inter-Scholastic  Meet  sponsored  by  and  held  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
Seaman  Hudson  took  third  place  in  the  mile  run  while  Grady  Ferrell  was  sixth  in  the 
880.  These  bays  deserve  Raleigh  High's  unstinted  commendation,  for  it  is  no  little  thing 
to  place  winners  in  national  competition.

All-State  Faculty  Teams  Play  Scoreless  Tie 


Blues  and  Grays  Contribute  Their  Bit  to  Charity 

Raleigh,  December  5 

First  Quarter 

In  the  beautiful  school  stadium,  with  perfect  football  weather,  the  Blues  and 
Grays,  two  all-state  faculty  teams,  staged  a  great  battle  for  charity.  The  Blues 
won  the  toss  and  elected  to  kick,  Coffey  kicking.  Connor  received  on  her  three 
yard  line  and  was  stopped  by  Barbee  on  the  35  yard  line.  McClees,  the  elusive 
quarter  for  the  Grays,  gained  nine  yards  on  a  triple  pass,  Partenheimer  making 
a  long,  low,  flying  tackle.  Covington  hit  the  line  for  a  first  down,  Couch  dragging 
"Covey"  down  after  she  hit  the  opening  overguard.  Partenheimer  was  injured 
in  the  play.  Trainer  Thompson  ran  on  the  field  and  applied  first  aid  to  "Party's" 
bad  leg.   The  quarter  ended  with  the  ball  on  the  Blues'  18  yard  line. 

Second  Quarter 

With  three  yeards  for  a  first  down,  Gilmore  intercepted  an  attempted  pass, 
Ellington  to  Crawford,  on  the  8  yard  line.  On  a  fake  kick,  Scott  broke  loose 
for  40  yards,  Musch  bringing  her  down  from  the  rear  with  a  flying  tackle. 
Wright  broke  through  and  threw  Coffey  for  a  two  yard  loss.  Hollis  turned  and 
twisted  and  fell  for  7  yards.  Coffey  passed  to  Jones  for  a  first  down,  Jones  making 
a  difficult  catch.  Brantley,  on  an  end-around  play,  gained  another  first  down. 
She  was  brought  to  earth  by  Barden.  The  half  ends  with  the  ball  on  the  0 
yard  line. 

The  features  between  the  half  were  the  actions  of  the  graceful,  tumbling, 
hand-springing  turning,  bigh-stepping  Chalmers  Wessinger,  a  long  skinny  boy, 
who  served  as  cheer  leader  and  drum  major.  Peele  Johnson,  the  water  boy, 
carried  two  buckets  of  water,  fell  and  sank  his  head  in  one  bucket,  and  the  other 
landed  atop  Manager  Spurlock's  head. 

Third  Quarter 

The  team  started  out  for  the  second  half.  Connor  kicked  off,  and  Lancaster 
tackled  Creighton  head-on.  Both  were  hurt  slightly.  This  quarter,  with  the 
exception  of  "Stumpy"  Coffey's  returning  of  punts,  ended  with  a  kicking  duel 
between  the  fullbacks  of  each  team. 

Fourth  Quarter 

On  a  mass  off-tackle  play  Gilmore  was  tackled  by  Ellington.  Both  were  in- 
jured very  badly.  Spencer,  dynamic  193  pound  half,  replaced  Gilmore.  Cox, 
212  pound  half,  replaced  Ellington.  On  the  second  play,  the  speedy  Cox  ripped 
through  the  Blue  line  for  a  27  yard  gain.  She  was  brought  down  from  the  rear 
by  Efird,  who  made  a  difficult  tackle,  diving  over  "Party"  and  Barbee,  the  ter- 
rible tackles,  who  were  part  blocked  by  Wright  and  Andrews.  On  the  next  play, 
Connor  passed  to  McClees,  who  in  turn,  forward  passed  to  Walker,  and  was 
swarmed  on  the  Blues'  eight  yard  line.  Cox  hit  tackle  for  a  yard.  Connor  dived 
four  yards.  A  lateral  pass,  from  McClees  to  Covington,  gained  one  yard.  At- 
tempted field  goal  by  Wright  hit  the  cross  bars  and  was  good  but  was  called  back. 
Musch  was  off-sides.  Another  try  was  blocked  by  the  whole  Blue  team.  On  a 
fake  play,  Coffey  shifted  her  hips  on  a  fake  pass,  turned  turtle,  and  ran  82  yards

to  the  Gray  team's  ten  yard  line.  She  stumbled  and  fell  when  the  cleats  slipped  off 
her  shoes.  On  an  attempted  pass,  Hollis  to  Scott,  Connor  intercepted  and  ran 
two  yards. 

With  the  ball  on  their  8  yard  line,  Cox  tried  a  60  yard  pass  to  speedy  McClees, 
but  Coffey  knocked  it  down.  Another  pass,  Connor  to  Crawford,  was  intercepted 
by  Coffey  on  her  own  36  yard  line.  She  again  showed  her  ability  to  wiggle 
loose.  First  one  and  then  another  tackle  was  attempted.  Once  she  was  brought 
to  earth;  she  arose  and  ran  on  50  yards,  40  yards,  20  yards,  15  yards,  8  yards — 
touchdown.  Wait,  wait,  the  umpire  is  calling  back  to  the  40  yard  line.  The 
score  does  not  count ;  some  one  clipped  Andrews  from  the  rear.  The  penalty 
was  for  25  yards.  Coffey  tried  3  passes,  but  to  no  avail.  Scott  kicked  and 
Covington,  receiving,  was  tackled  in  her  tracks  by  Efird,  the  time  keeper  announc- 
ing the  end  of  the  game. 

What  a  game  to  talk  about !  Thrills  and  thrills  galore !  First  one  and  the 
other  team  would  surge  forward,  but  to  no  avail.  Thus  ended  the  best  game  of 
the  year,  nothing  to  nothing.
